THE PEOPLE REVOLT AGAINST DEBT 
Signs Indicate that the American people are at hit 
awakening to the danger of tax-creating, property-con- 
fiscating bond issues, t II- DU I 
A few weeks ago a special election was held m Klioile 
Island, ia which the voters were called upon to pass on 
a number of proposals for building public works, and 
carryim; on other activirics in the name of relief. In 
spite of^hc fact that passage of all the bills would have 
increased the state's bonded indebtedness by about 50 per 
cent, the "dope" had it that the measures, with their poli- 
tical backing, would pass. 

The "dope" missed. Rhode Island citizens voted 
down all but one of the measures, by heavy niajoritics. 
The measure that passed provided for direct relief for the 
nccdv, and was designed to achieve the necessary purpose 
at a"mlnimum of cost— without saddling the taxpayers 
with unnccessar)- and expensive public works. 

A short time later the voters of California met a simi- 
lar crisis at the polls. Several measures which would 
have put that debt-ridden state farther into debt, were 
on the ballot. An awakened citizenr)* swung the axe— 
and when the votes were counted the measures had 
Taken hearty lickings. 

Iq is to be hoped that these elections, in widely sep- 
arated states, are symbolic of the national trend oi 
thought. The most menjclng governmental ventures 
of recent years have been those which have piled debt 
upon debt! put government into comiKtltion with pri- 
vate business, increased taxes, weakened state credit and 
created industri.il fear. Tliis course has made it next 
to impossible to create normal jobs because private in- 
dustry, sole source of productive employment, is 
afraid to take chances in the face of confiscatory- taxa- 
tion, legislation and regulation. We are drawing capi- 
tal into tax-free federal bonds where its chief benehts 
accrue to our growing bureaucracy, not to the people 
or the needy.

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UNIFORM DRIVING LAWS NEEDED 
One of the greatest barriers to fair and efficient en- 
forcement of traffic laws is the lack of uniformity m the 
traffic codes of different states and towns. 

As one traffic authority recently pointed out, when 
he drives from one state to another, he doesn t have to 
stop and change his nickels, dimes and dollars mto 
other and different kinds of money; but. if he wishes to 
operate his car in accord with the law, he must at once 
revise his driving habits. He leaves a state where the 
maximum speed 'allowed is 40— and then must remem- 
ber that now he must hold his car down to JO. He has 
been accustomed to traffic lights and signs placed on 
corners— now they are overhead in the middle of the 
streets where he is liable to miss seeing them entirely. 
Suppose that motor car manufacturers pursued the 
same practices as many cities and states. Suppose a 
man who had been driving the Smith car wanted to 
trade it in for the new Jones model, and discovered that 
it had a diltcrcnt kind of transmission, required a dit- 
fcrent kind of fuel, and presented major points of dil- 
fercnce in other respects. Such a policy would be no 
more absurd than is the existing policy of our govern- 
mental units in adopting traffic codes that arc utterly 
at variance with those of a town or state UO miles awaj\ 
The Uniform Vehicles Code and Model .Mumcipil 
Ordinance, prepared by traffic experts could and should 
be adopted by every town and city. Tins would not 
only give the motorist a break— it would immensely ex- 
pedite the ctliciency of our police and tratfic patrol de- 
partments, and make an important contribution to the 
cause of highway safety.

Banker* Report Nalion-Wido 
Improvoment in Attitude To- 
ward Banks — Educational 
Campaigns Play a Part 

NEW YORK.— Nlnoty.Blr per cent

*'Tho outstanding conclusion Is that 
there hna boon n gouulno nalloU'Wldo 
■Improvemont tho last few months In 
tho attltudo of tho public toward Us 
banking Institutions;' the publication 
Bays. Statistical cvlden^o on which tho 
bankers base their conclusions which 
warrant this atAtoment Is as follows: 

The Evidence 
"How do bankers know there has 
been an improvement tnihe public at- 
tltudcT Thoy bavo certain statistical 
OTidenco. They bavo seen tlioir deposits 
Jncrcaso substantially In nearly all tho 
cases reported, and tremendously In 
ibme cases. Many letters toll of In* 
creases of 100 to 300 per cent from tho 
low point of tho panic t 

"For another thing, they know that 
tower people aro using safe deposit 
boxes aa a repository for tholr savinga, 
and that* In many Instancoa at least, 
postal savings aro docUnlng.

No set rulo can be made on the 
exposure time for sunset pictures 
but generally you will get a properly 
exposed negative If you set tho dia- 
phragm at/.16 and the abutter apeed 
at 1/100 of A Bocond. This sotting oC 
the diaphragm and shutter depends 
much on the brightness ot your set^ 
ting sun. 

Believe It or not, attractive "moon- 
light" scenes can be made by sim.* 
light This is beat done during tho 
sunset hour and when there are 
maaacs of clouda floating In tho 
western sky which create lighting 
conditions favorable tor picturing 
"moonlight" scenes. The sun can 
be wholly or partially obscured and , 
If the light la rod, yellow or orango - 
a snapshot oxpoauro with a medlunl 
stop opening can be given. 

To secure a night effect from a 
negative exposed In this manner, it 
muat be printed long enough ao that 
all but the highlights will be dark. 
If you don't do your own printing 
explain what effect you want to your 
finisher. 

You will get a lot of pleasure tak* 
Ing these pictures and the result wUl 
be well worth your time and effort.
